WASHINGTON (AP) — Stepping up 
his push to end federal price co ntro ls 
o n natural gas, President Fo rd is 
lambasting 
the 
Federal 
Po wer 
Co mmissio n and predicting “ a v ery 
serio us natural gas sho rtage” in the 
Midwest this winter. 
Departing fro m prepared tex ts in 
speaking appearances Thursday in 
Cincinnati and Clev eland, Ohio , Fo rd 
became increasingly v ehement as he 
urged deregulatio n o f natural gas 
shipped in interstate co mmerce. 
White Ho use Press Secretary Ho n 
Nessen had talked Wednesday abo ut 
mo unting gas sho rtages but said they 
wo uld affect industry rather than 
ho meo wners and co uld be o ffset this 
y ear by using o ther fuels. 
Fo rd, at a Republican fundraising 
supper in Clev eland, no t o nly assailed 
what he termed “ bad legislatio n” 
impo sing price co ntro ls but also the 
FPC, the agency that regulates the gas 
industry . 
“ We hav e a Federal Po wer Co m­ 
missio n that do esn’t respo nd to 
reality ,” Fo rd said. 
And at ano ther po int he spo ke o f the 
FPC’s “ strangulatio n o f the natural 
gas industry .” 
The FPC is required by law to 
regulate interstate natural gas prices 
with the aim o f minimizing the co st to 
co nsumers. The agency also has ad­ 
v o cated deregulatio n as a means o f 
stimulating the industry to inv est mo re 
in disco v ery and pro ductio n. 


Ho wev er, Co ngress has sho wn little 
enthusiasm fo r the deregulatio n 
pro po sals. 
The President to ld his Clev eland 
audience that Ohio and so me o ther 
Midwestern states will hav e 50 per 
cent less natural gas av ailable this 
winter than last. A White Ho use aide 
later said Fo rd misspo ke and ap­ 
parently meant to say that natio nwide 
the sho rtage wo uld be 50 per cent 
greater than last winter. 
In Cincinnati, Fo rd talked in blunt 
terms abo ut the reaso n fo r increasing 
natural gas sho rtages as he sees them. 
Intrastate gas, which is no t federally 
regulated, sells fo r at least three times 
the price o f interstate natural gas. 
Befo re bo th audiences, Fo rd ex ­ 
pressed amazement that Co ngress has 
no t acted o n his lo ngstanding request 
fo r deregulatio n o f interstate natural 
gas shipments. 
“ I can’t understand why Co ngress 
do esn’t mo v e,” he said in Clev eland. 
He also declared, in an apparent ad 
lib, that “ so me peo ple hav e the 
mistaken, stupid idea that regulatio n 
pro tects peo ple.” 
The President was well receiv ed 
during three speaking appearances in 
Ohio — at the Clev eland fund-raiser, at 
a White Ho use-spo nso red co nference 
o n do mestic po licy in Cincinnati and at 
the dedicatio n o f the $3 0-millio n 
Env iro nmental Pro tectio n Agency 
research labo rato ry in Cincinnati.

Drugs Used By Diabetics 
M ay Bring Heart Trouble 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Drugs used 
by 1 .5 millio n diabetics to reduce the 
sugar lev el o f their blo o d wo uld bear 
label no tes warning that the tablets 
co uld increase the risk o f death by 
heart disease, under a pro po sal by the 
Fo o d and Drug Administratio n. 
The pro po sal, to be published 
Mo nday in the Federal Register, in­ 
v o lv es a class o f drugs called o ral 
hy po gly cemics, who se generic names 
include to lbutamide and phenfo rmin. 
The drugs are marketed under eight 
brand names, amo ng them Upjo hn’s 
Orinase 
and 
To linase, 
Pfizer’s 
Diabinase, Geigy ’s DBI and Lilly ’s 
Dy melo r, an FDA spo kesman said 
Friday . 
He said that besides carry ing a 
warning abo ut increased heart disease 
risk, the pro po sed labeling also wo uld 
state that: 
—Patients sho uld be made aware o f 
the risk and participate in any decisio n 
to use such drugs. 
—The drugs sho uld be used o nly by 
perso ns who se blo o dsugar lev els 
canno t be co ntro lled by diet and who 
are unable to use the antidiabetes drug 
insulin. 
—Phy sicians are no t certain the 
drugs help prev ent the lo ngterm 
co mplicatio ns o f diabetes. 
A medical autho rity in Atlanta 
cautio ned, ho wev er, that patients 
sho uld no t sto p taking the drugs just 
because o f the pro po sal. 
“ Any bad effects o f these drugs are 
lo ng-term pro blems, no t sho rt-term 
pro blems,” said Dr. Ro y Wiggines o f 
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the Center fo r Metabo lic Studies. “ If a 
patient sto ps his regimen o f o ral 
tablets, he may well get into the 
pro blems o f unco ntro lled diabetes, and 
this can be immediately endangering 
to life.” 
The FDA spo kesman said a public 
hearing o n the pro po sal wo uld be held 
here Aug. 20 and public co mment 
wo uld be accepted until Sept. 5, after 
which the FDA will decide whether to 
make the labeling mandato ry . 
The FDA pro po sed such cautio nary 
labels o nce befo re, in 1 97 0, spurred by 
a study by univ ersity researchers that 
sho wed diabetics treated with o ral hy ­ 
po gly cemics had twice the risk o f 
cardio v ascular disease as tho se 
treated with diet o r insulin pro grams. 
But, the FDA spo kesman recalled, 
“ A v ery reputable gro up o f phy sicians 
disagreed and criticized the study ....” 
A gro up o f phy sicians o btained a 
U.S. District Co urt injunctio n against 
the labeling in No v ember 1 97 3 , but the 
U.S. Co urt o f Appeals v acated that 
o rder the fo llo wing July .

—The drugs should be used only by 
persons whose bloodsugar levels 
cannot be controlled by diet and who 
are unable to use the antidiabetes drug 
insulin. 
—Physicians are not certain the 
drugs help prevent the longterm 
complications of diabetes. 
A medical authority in Atlanta 
cautioned, however, that patients 
should not stop taking the drugs just 
because of the proposal. 
“Any bad effects of these drugs are 
long-term problems, not short-term 
problems,” said Dr. Roy Wiggines of

the Center for Metabolic Studies. “If a 
patient stops his regimen of oral 
tablets, he may well get into the 
problems of uncontrolled diabetes, and 
this can be immediately endangering 
to life.” 
The FDA spokesman said a public 
hearing on the proposal would be held 
here Aug. 20 and public comment 
would be accepted until Sept. 5, after 
which the FDA will decide whether to 
make the labeling mandatory. 
The FDA proposed such cautionary 
labels once before, in 1970, spurred by 
a study by university researchers that 
showed diabetics treated with oral hy­ 
poglycemics had twice the risk of 
cardiovascular disease as those 
treated with diet or insulin programs. 
But, the FDA spokesman recalled, 
“A very reputable group of physicians 
disagreed and criticized the study....” 
A group of physicians obtained a 
U.S. District Court injunction against 
the labeling in November 1973, but the 
U.S. Court of Appeals vacated that 
order the following July.

For W ork 
G uarantees 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Avoiding a 
possible floor fight with allies of 
organized 
labor, 
the 
National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People has called for govern­ 
ment guarantees that newly hired or 
promoted minority workers will not 
bear the brunt of job cutbacks. 
The petition came in a compromise 
resolution adopted Friday at the close 
of the civil rights group’s 66th annual 
convention. 
It called on federal and state 
agencies, the courts and Congress “to 
act to assure that blacks and other 
minorities and women who have 
secured employment as a result of 
equal employment legislation not be 
deprived of the benefits of that em­ 
ployment under the last-hired, first- 
fired theory.” 
Before adopting the resolution, the 
3,550 delegates deleted stronger 
language, including a call for 
elimination of any seniority system 
which works against minority em­ 
ployment unless such a system is job- 
related or is “justified by business 
necessity.” 
The NAACP and other black groups 
have clashed with organized labor 
over its insistence that seniority 
systems are essential to the job 
security of union members and the 
unions themselves. 
In other resolutions, the delegates 
condemned U.S. business activities in 
racially segregated South Africa, 
called for government support of the 
emerging African nations and backed 
the concept of guaranteed employment 
for all persons willing to work.

Heat disturbs normal functions in 
livestock and, in extreme cases, can 
lead to death.,Most farm animals are 
comfortable in temperature ranges 
between 60 degrees F and 70 degrees 
F. When air temperatures exceed 75 
degrees F, animals reduce feed intake 
and slow down heat-producing body 
processes. 
These facts came from William H. 
Schnug, 
Extension 
Agricultural 
Engineer at The Ohio State University, 
who said that milk production of a 
high-producing Holstein cow may 
decline as much as 20 per cent when 
temperatures increase from 75 
degrees F to 85 degrees F and egg 
production is sharply reduced with air 
temperatures above 80 degrees F. 
Most farm animals are not efficient 
“ sweaters,” so they try to compensate 
for excess heat by expelling more heat 
from their lungs through increased 
respiration, Schnug said. Panting is a 
sign of heat stress. 
Temperature build-up in a con­ 
finement shelter is due to solar 
radiation. This heat can be reduced by 
painting the roof and wall exterior with 
highly reflective white or aluminum 
paint with reflective insulation be­ 
tween rafters or ceiling joists.

fence for shade over feeders and 
waterers. 
Schnug said fan ventilation of large 
volumes of air aids in relieving heat 
stress in confined animals. Although 
ventilation will not drop the tem­ 
perature lower thar 
out-of-doors 
temperature, it can remove humidity, 
which helps the animals expel more 
heat and moisture through the lungs. 
He pointed out that by using direct 
spraying or evaporative pads, the 
temperature in the shelter can be 
dropped seven to ten degrees about 65 
per cent of the time, depending on the 
humidity. Spraying hogs and wetting 
the concrete floors on which they lie 
has produced beneficial results. 
However, it is important to stop 
spraying before the evening tem­ 
peratures drop, he added. 
Mechanical cooling or air con­ 
ditioning is the ideal way to control 
both high temperatures and excess 
humidity. 
Evidence 
suggests 
mechanical cooling is economically 
practical for farrowing houses, but the 
value of increased production due to 
mechanical cooling does not equal the 
treatment costs for dairy, beef and 
poultry.

Heat disturbs normal functions in 
livestock and, in extreme cases, can 
lead to death..Most farm animals are 
comfortable in temperature ranges 
between 60 degrees F and 70 degrees 
F. When air temperatures exceed 75 
degrees F, animals reduce feed intake 
and slow down heat-producing body 
processes. 
These facts came from William R. 
Schnug, 
Extension 
Agricultural 
Engineer at The Ohio State University, 
who said that milk production of a 
high-producing Holstein cow may 
decline as much as 20 per cent when 
temperatures increase from 75 
degrees F to 85 degrees F and egg 
production is sharply reduced with air 
temperatures above 80 degrees F. 
Most farm animals are not efficient 
“ sweaters,” so they try to compensate 
for excess heat by expelling more heat 
from their lungs through increased 
respiration, Schnug said. Panting is a 
sign of heat stress. 
Temperature build-up in a con­ 
finement shelter is due to solar 
radiation. This heat can be reduced by 
painting the roof and wall exterior with 
highly reflective white or aluminum 
paint with reflective insulation be­ 
tween rafters or ceiling joists.

fence for shade over feeders and 
waterers. 
Schnug said fan ventilation of large 
volumes of air aids in relieving heat 
stress in confined animals. Although 
ventilation will not drop the tem­ 
perature lower than the out-of-doors 
temperature, it can remove humidity, 
which helps the animals expel more 
heat and moisture through the lungs. 
He pointed out that by using direct 
spraying or evaporative pads, the 
temperature in the shelter can be 
dropped seven to ten degrees about 65 
per cent of the time, depending on the 
humidity. Spraying hogs and wetting 
the concrete floors on which they lie 
has produced beneficial results. 
However, it is important to stop 
spraying before the evening tem­ 
peratures drop, he added. 
Mechanical cooling or air con­ 
ditioning is the ideal way to control 
both high temperatures and excess 
humidity. 
Evidence 
suggests 
mechanical cooling is economically 
practical for farrowing houses, but the 
value of increased production due to 
mechanical cooling does not equal the 
treatment costs for dairy, beef and 
poultry.

State Univ ersity . The two mo st o b­ 
v io us energ y imputs are po wer fo r the 
fan and heat to raise the temperature 
o f the dry ing air, he say s. But, fo r 
practically all sy stems, o ther than in- 
sto rag e dry ing , there are additio nal 
energ y imputs to handling dev ices 
such as aug ers and cup elev ato rs, 
which are essential to mo v ing the 
g rain to , thro ug h, and fro m the dry ing 
o peratio n. 
In co mparing ty pes o f g rain dry ing 
sy stems, there are g reat differences in 
energ y imputs per po und o f water 
remo v ed fro m the g rain, Schnug say s. 
Field test data o f fry ing o f last y ear’s 
shelled co m cro p rev ealed as little as 
1100 BTU were required per po und o f 
water remo v ed with lo w temperature 


bin dry ing metho ds, while so me hig h 
temperature, co lumn-ty pe, co ntinuo us 
flo w sy stems used 2500 to 3000 BTU to 
g et the same result. 
Generally , sy stems that depend 
primarily o n the 
dry ing ability o f 
natural air are mo re energ y efficient 
than hig h temperature sy stems, o v er 
the entire rang e o f mo isture remo v al 
inv o lv ed in dry ing g rain. Farmers who 
bo ug ht lo w temperature dry ing 
sy stems o n the basis o f lo wer in­ 
v estments and better g rain quality 
may also hav e acquired better energ y 
efficiency in the deal, Schnug say s. 
Hig h temperature dry ing is pro mo ted 
o n the basis o f rapid mo isture remo v al 
that o ccurs o nly when g rain mo isture 
ex ceeds 22 to 23 per cent. The hig h 
temperature dry er is v ery efficient at 
hig her g rain mo isture but beco mes 
v ery inefficient when remo v ing the 
last few mo isture po ints fo r market 
safe sto rag e, Schnug say s. 
To make y o ur dry ing sy stem mo re 
energ y efficient, Schnug sug g ests y o u: 
(1) Reduce, where po ssible, the 
amo unt o f mo sture to be remo v ed by 
allo wing mo re field dry ing . The use o f 
earlier maturing g rain v arieties may 
be a part o f such planning . 
(2) Grain to be fed to liv esto ck can 


be held safely with hig h v o lume 
aeratio n at mo istures 2 to 3 po ints 
abo v e safe sto rag e mo isture. This no t 
o nly reduces dry ing energ y imput but 
also impro v es the pro cessing and 
palatability o f the g rain feed. 
(3) Hig h temperature dry ers may be 
“ stag ed” to reduce air temperature as 
g rain dries. Co mbinatio ns o f hig h 
temperature sy stems fo r the hig h 
mo isture dry ing rang e with lo w 
temperature sy stems fo r finish-dry ing 
and co o ling sho w pro mise in energ y 
efficiency impro v ement. Co o l-o ut in a 
bin and Dry eratio n are g reat energ y 
efficiency impro v ers fo r hig h tem­ 
perature dry ing . In additio n to better 
energ y efficiency , the o perato r will g et 
better quality g rain. 
(4 ) Owner-o perato rs must demand 
g reater energ y efficiency as an in­ 
teg ral desig n feature o f dry ing 
sy stems and seek serv ices o f g rain 
sy stem equipment pro v iders who can 
and will meet this challeng e.

There are still many questio ns and 
co mments abo ut canning with ar­ 
tificial sweeteners and aspirins. I ho pe 
no ho memakers in o ur 
co unty ev en 
think abo ut canning ’ with aspirin. In 
no research any where has aspirin been 
fo und to hav e a preserv ing effect o n 
fo o d. Try putting aspirin in a bo wl o f 
lefto v ers and see what happens! 
The latest o n artifical sweeteners is 
as fo llo ws: The F.D.A., under pressure 
to appro v e so me fo rm o f artificial 
sweetener, appro v ed saccharin - o n a 
limited basis - to diabetics and o thers 
who must restrict their sug ar co n­ 
sumptio n. The Natio nal Academy o f 
Sciences - Natio nal Research Co uncil 
is still co nducting studies o n animals to 
determine the safety o f saccharin. A 
recent British study o f tho usands o f 
diabetics who hav e taken saccharin fo r 
y ears 
sho wed 
no 
detectable 
co rrelatio n between saccharin co n­ 
sumptio n and cancer. 
Ano ther substitute, aspartame, can 
no w be so ld ev en tho ug h F.D.A. has 
receiv ed sev eral o bjectio ns to its 
appro v al. The manufacturer has 
v o lunteered no t to sell aspartame until 
F.D.A. ho lds a public hearing o n it. 


Fo o d and Drug Administratio n 
(FDA) has asked Natio nal Cancer 
Institute to appo int an adv iso ry 
co mmittee o f tumo r ex perts to rev iew 
all scientific studies no w av ailable to 
find o ut if cy clamates (artificial 
sweeteners) actually cause cancer. A 
public hearing will be held later. 
FDA banned cy clamates late in 1969 
after a study sho wed that animals fed 
the sug ar substitutes dev elo ped 
bladder tumo rs. Since then, Abbo tt 
Labo rato ries, 
which 
makes 
cy clamates, asked FDA to reappro v e 
their pro duct because o f recent studies 
sho wing these sweeteners are no t 
cancer-causing . FDA say s that a larg e 
number o f tumo r ex perts, including 
Wo rld Health Org anizatio n-Fo o d & 
Ag riculture Ag ency , hav e apparently 
co ncluded that the 1969 ban was wro ng . 
Ho wev er, o ther scientists co ntinue to 
believ e that the 1969 study canno t be 
ig no red. That is why FDA wants 
Natio nal Cancer Insitute, which 
participated in the 1969 decisio n, to 
make reco mmendatio ns as to whether 
cy clamates may ag ain be used. 
Ev en if the study sho ws that 
cy clamates are safe as far as cancer is 
co ncerned, o ther questio ns must be 
settled befo re the sweeteners wo uld be 
allo wed back o n the market.

Of co urse, this means y o u can plan to 
g et ano ther plant fo r that spo t, unless 
treatment is applied rig ht away . Adult 
bo rers are o ut no w lay ing eg g s fo r a 
new g eneratio n. These eg g s will hatch 
and the y o ung larv ae will wo rk their 
way under the bark, feed, and stay 
there until nex t J une. It is the tun­ 
neling o f the larv ae that g irdles and 
kills the tree. 
To really g et the jo b do ne rig ht, y o u 
need to apply lindane 20 per cent EC at 
the rate o f 4 teaspo o ns per g allo n o f 
water in late May o r early , mid, and 
late J une. Treat the entire tree.

Im prove Energy Efficiency 
O f Grain Drying System s

Agriculture 
Energy conscious grain producers 
are asking how to measure the energy 
efficiency of grain drying systems. 
The only generally recognized 
standard of energy efficiency in grain 
drying systems is the energy imput to 
the system in BTU units per pound of 
water removed from the grain, says 
William 
R. 
Schnug, 
Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at The Ohio 
State University. The two most ob­ 
vious energy imputs are power for the 
fan and heat to raise the temperature 
of the drying air, he says. But, for 
practically all systems, other than in­ 
storage drying, there are additional 
energy imputs to handling devices 
such as augers and cup elevators, 
which are essential to moving the 
grain to, through, and from the drying 
operation. 
In comparing types of grain drying 
systems, there are great differences in 
energy imputs per pound of water 
removed from the grain, Schnug says. 
Field test data of frying of last year’s 
shelled com crop revealed as little as 
HOO BTU were required per pound of 
water removed with low temperature 


bin drying methods, while some high 
temperature, column-type, continuous 
flow systems used 2500 to 3000 BTU to 
get the same result. 
Generally, systems that depend 
primarily on the 
drying ability of 
natural air are more energy efficient 
than high temperature systems, over 
the entire range of moisture removal 
involved in drying grain. Farmers who 
bought low tem perature drying 
systems on the basis of lower in­ 
vestments and better grain quality 
may also have acquired better energy 
efficiency in the deal, Schnug says. 
High temperature drying is promoted 
on the basis of rapid moisture removal 
that occurs only when grain moisture 
exceeds 22 to 23 per cent. The high 
temperature dryer is very efficient at 
higher grain moisture but becomes 
very inefficient when removing the 
last few moisture points for market 
safe storage, Schnug says. 
To make your drying system more 
energy efficient, Schnug suggests you: 
(I) Reduce, where possible, the 
amount of mosture to be removed by 
allowing more field drying. The use of 
earlier maturing grain varieties may 
be a part of such planning. 
(2) Grain to be fed to livestock can 


News For Homemakers

There are still many questions and 
comments about canning with ar­ 
tificial sweeteners and aspirins. I hope 
no homemakers in our 
county even 
think about canning’ with aspirin. In 
no research anywhere has aspirin been 
found to have a preserving effect on 
food. Try putting aspirin in a bowl of 
leftovers and see what happens! 
The latest on artifical sweeteners is 
as follows: The F.D.A., under pressure 
to approve some form of artificial 
sweetener, approved saccharin - on a 
limited basis - to diabetics and others 
who must restrict their sugar con­ 
sumption. The National Academy of 
Sciences - National Research Council 
is still conducting studies on animals to 
determine the safety of saccharin. A 
recent British study of thousands of 
diabetics who have taken saccharin for 
years 
showed 
no 
detectable 
correlation between saccharin con­ 
sumption and cancer. 
Another substitute, aspartame, can 
now be sold even though F.D.A. has 
received several objections to its 
approval. The m anufacturer has 
volunteered not to sell aspartame until 
F.D.A. holds a public hearing on it. 


Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) has asked National Cancer 
Institute to appoint an advisory 
committee of tumor experts to review 
all scientific studies now available to 
find out if cyclamates (artificial 
sweeteners) actually cause cancer. A 
public hearing will be held later. 
FDA banned cyclamates late in 1969 
after a study showed that animals fed 
the sugar substitutes developed 
bladder tumors. Since then, Abbott 
Laboratories, 
which 
makes 
cyclamates, asked FDA to reapprove 
their product because of recent studies 
showing these sweeteners are not 
cancer-causing. FDA says that a large 
number of tumor experts, including 
World Health Organization-Food & 
Agriculture Agency, have apparently 
concluded that the 1969 ban was wrong. 
However, other scientists continue to 
believe that the 1969 study cannot be 
ignored. That is why FDA wants 
National Cancer Insitute, which 
participated in the 1969 decision, to 
make recommendations as to whether 
cyclamates may again be used. 
Even if the study shows that 
cyclamates are safe as far as cancer is 
concerned, other questions must be 
settled before the sweeteners would be 
allowed back on the market. 


be held safely with high volume 
aeration at moistures 2 to 3 points 
above safe storage moisture. This not 
only reduces drying energy imput but 
also improves the processing and 
palatability of the grain feed. 
(3) High temperature dryers may be 
“staged” to reduce air temperature as 
grain dries. Combinations of high 
temperature systems for the high 
moisture drying range with low 
temperature systems for finish-drying 
and cooling show promise in energy 
efficiency improvement. Cool-out in a 
bin and Dryeration are great energy 
efficiency improvers for high tem­ 
perature drying. In addition to better 
energy efficiency, the operator will get 
better quality grain. 
(4) Owner-operators must demand 
greater energy efficiency as an in­ 
tegral design feature of drying 
systems and seek services of grain 
system equipment providers who can 
and will meet this challenge.

Dying Birch 
Every year about this time we get 
questions about birch trees dying. The 
damage starts in the top of the tree and 
works downward. This is the work of 
the bronze birch borer. 
Of course, this means you can plan to 
get another plant for that spot, unless 
treatment is applied right away. Adult 
borers are out now laying eggs for a 
new generation. These eggs will hatch 
and the young larvae will work their 
way under the bark, feed, and stay 
there until next June. It is the tun­ 
neling of the larvae that girdles and 
kills the tree. 
To really get the job done right, you 
need to apply lindane 20 per cent EC at 
the rate of 4 teaspoons per gallon of 
water in late May or early, mid, and 
late June.

cem eteries.” )

acupuncture quacks in the U.S., but 
not many among those who received 
their training in China — where it has 
been a part of Chinese medicine for 
3,000 years. 
My friend has made an in-depth 
study of the efficacy of acupuncture 
treatm ents on true-believers he 
identifies as E. H., Mrs. K. W. C., Mr.

Housing Bill Cuts 
M ortgage Costs

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WASHINGTON (AP) - If you’re 
interested in getting a $30,000 loan to 
buy a house, a new federal law could 
save you up to $9,000 in interest costs 
over the life of the mortgage. 
Or if you can’t make payments on a 
house you already own because you’ve 
lost your job, that same law might help 
you keep that home. 
President 
Ford 
signed 
the 
Emergency Housing Act of 1975 into 
law Wednesday, saying it would help 
push along a recovery of the depressed 
housing and construction industries. 
Supporters of the bill, which gives 
the Government National Mortgage 
Association (GNMA) $10 billion in new 
mortgage purchase authority, say it 
could spur construction of up to 300,- 
000 new homes in the next year. 
Dan Kearney, GNMA president, 
outlined how the public company 
known as Ginnie Mae would use the 
funds: 
You might want to get a $30,000 
mortgage to buy a house, but a savings 
and loan would now charge you about 9 
per cent for the 30-year loan. 
However, Ginnie Mae would promise 
the lending institution to buy your 
mortgage and others like it from the 
savings and loan — if the mortgages 
were for a IVi per cent interest rate. 
That would mean you would only pay 
the 7Vfe per cent rate, or about $25 a 
month less in interest on the mortgage, 
Kearney said in an interview. That 
saving totals about $9,000 over the 30- 
year life of the mortgage. 
Kearney said the lending institution 
is willing to make such loans because 
you pay the institution up to 1M> per 
cent of the mortgage — or $450 on a 
$30,000 mortgage — as a onetime 
origination fee. And the savings and 
loan would also charge Ginnie Mae up 
to three-eighths of a percentage point 
for handling the loan each month. 
Another provision of the bill could 
help those thrown out of work by the 
recession avoid losing their home 
because they cannot make mortgage 
payments. But this provision must be 
triggered by Ford. 
“ If foreclosure rates rise sig­ 
nificantly, this legislation will enable 
us to act quickly to keep owners from 
losing their homes,” Ford said at the 
signing ceremony in the White House 
Rose Garden. 
Kearney explained that a bank or 
other institution could loan an 
unemployed homeowner up to $250 a 
month to continue making mortgage 
payments. The government would 
guarantee that loan, he said. 


But the GNMA president said 
foreclosure rates have thus far been 
stable through the recession, in­ 
dicating no need yet for the program. 
Ford vetoed a Democratic-backed 
housing bill last week that would have 
provided direct subsidies to middle- 
income home-buyers. The measure 
Ford signed Wednesday was hurriedly 
worked out by Congress after it failed 
to override the veto. 
Gasoline 
Price Hikes 
Not O ver

New increases in gasoline prices will 
make driving more expensive this 
Fourth of July weekend. 
Eight major oil companies an­ 
nounced increases of as much as three 
cents a gallon in the wholesale price of 
all grades of gasoline, effective either 
Tuesday or today. 


Dealers say they expect to pass the 
rise along to consumers, who have 
been driving more in recent weeks. 
In Washington, federal energy of­ 
ficials said the price hikes were within 
federal regulations and added that 
prices could be expected to rise more 
this summer before settling back in the 
fall, when the peak driving demand is 
over. 


John HUI, assistant administator of 
the Federal Energy Administration, 
said prices could rise by as much as 
five cents a gallon this summer from 
the 56-cent-a-gallon average that 
existed before the latest price changes. 
Shell OU Co., Standard Oil of Indiana 
(Amoco), 
PhUlips Petroleum Co., 
Clark OU & Refining Corp., and 
Ashland Petroleum Co. announced 
three-centa-gaUon increases. MobU Oi] 
Corp. disclosed a 2.5-cents-agaUor 
rise, Atlantic Richfield Co. (Arco) a 
two-cents-a-gallon increase, anc 
Texaco, Inc., an increase of 1.4 cents a 
gaUon. 


The changes — blamed on highei 
costs — were nationwide except for 
PhUlips, whi<?h said one California 
refinery would charge 2.5 cents a 
gaUon more. 
Exxon Corp., Gulf Oil Corp., and 
Standard Oil of California, among the 
top seven companies, did not announce 
price changes.

Air Force, says the experiment’s 
advocate, Dr. Leon M. Wise, 
The Heidelberg College professor 
uses the five-ton static trainer as a sort 
of “ Skinner box for humans,” enabling 
experimenters to record the responses 
of humans in a selfcontained en­ 
vironment to precisely introduced 
outside stimuli. 
B. F. Skinner is the Harvard 
University psychologist who subjected 
pigeons to various learning ex­ 
periments. 
In a recent experiment, Wise had his 
students operate the trainer while 
sober and while intoxicated. He found 
that even completely sober students 
committed errors and failed to correct 
11 per cent of their mistakes. 


But when the students “ flew” the 
craft with an alcohol level of .08 per 
cent, they failed to correct 79 per cent 
of their errors, Wise said.

“ A more restrictive ban upon 
freedom of expression in the trial 
context would be difficult if not im­ 
possible to find,” the appellate court 
said in answering the complaint filed 
by CBS Inc. “ The order’s restrictive 
and limiting character is only com­ 
pounded when its vagueness and 
overbreadth are considered. 
“ We find the order to be an extreme 
example of a prior restraint upon 
freedom of speech and expression and 
one that cannot escape the proscrip­ 
tions of the First Amendment, unless it 
is shown to have been required to 
obviate serious and imminent threats 
to the fairness and integrity of the 
trial.”

Reappears 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Hog 
producers throughout the Southwest 
and the rest of the nation are being 
warned to watch for signs of hog 
cholera in their herds following the 
first confirmed outbreak of the disease 
in the United States in more than a 
year. 


The Agriculture Department said 
the outbreak was found in a herd of 
about 170 hogs owned by Louis 
Woodford near Hereford, Tex. 


The herd has been quarantined by 
the Texas Animal Health Commission 
and will be destroyed and its owner 
compensated, officials said. A federal- 
state task force is working to halt the 
spread of the disease, which is often 
fatal to pigs but does not affect other 
animals or humans. 


The last confirmed outbreaks of hog 
cholera were reported in Puerto Rico 
in May 1974 and in Mississippi in 
January 1974. 
Before the government established 
its eradication program, the disease 
affected 5,000 to 6,000 swine herds 
annually at a cost to producers of some 
$50 million, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said.

could be redeemed in Spanish milled 
dollars. The expressions “2 bits” and 
“4 bits” came down to us because 
people used to cut these coins into bits 
to equal 3 and 4 reals to make small 
change. The 2 real piece had the value 
of about 25 cents. 
Our dollar sign was taken from the 
piece of eight as they cut the eight in 
half and drew two lines through it. 
Among other coins the Gumm family 
has is a nickle dated 1867 and has 13 
stars representing the 13 states and is 
of particular interest in this bicen­ 
tennial year. 
Two other 
coins in the collection 
were probably from Syria and dated 
from the end of the 6th century. These 
coins came 
into their possession 
during the Korean War and were 
purchased for two packages of 
American cigarettes. They are called 
drop coins as the silver was melted and 
dropped on sand to dry. While warm 
they were stamped on the topside as to 
amount of value and insignia of that 
time. When dry the marks of the sand 
remained on the back. They were used 
by Asiatic people in the 6th century. 
The coins are kept in a safety deposit 
box at a bank along with other articles 
of value and brought out on rare oc­ 
casions such as on the visit to The 
Herald.

(AP) - A 
Southern Illinois University professor 
says fermented manure could become 
useful as a cheap cattle feed sup­ 
plement. 
Dr. Dixon D. I^ee Jr., 40, says he has 
developed experimentally a fermented 
mixture of shelled corn and manure 
that is cheaper than and nearly as 
fattening as silage and soybean feeds. 
“ The animals accept it very 
readily,” he said. “They eat up to 30 
pounds a day of this material with no 
appetite problem. 
“Once you’ve gone through the 
fermentation process it has a very 
different odor. You would not associate 
it with manure at all. Just looking at 
the product you wouldn’t know what it 
was.”

SAN DIEGO (A P) — In the three 
weeks since he suffered the first in a 
series of injuries, leading San Diego 
slugger Dave Winfield hasn’t hit a 
homer and has knocked in only two 
runs.

“ We’ve been shorthanded for three 
weeks, now, but we’re still playing 
everybody close,” said McNamara, 
who has watched his team lose 13 of 21 
games since Winfield injured his right 
wrist. The 6-foot-6 star returned to the 
lineup after ll games only to injure the 
left wrist when struck by a pitch. 
The Padres hope Hernandez, who 
has a sore right shoulder, and Grubb, 
who has two jammed fingers in his 


right hand, can return to the lineup 
tonight when another capacity crowd 
will watch Brent Strom, 3-1, oppose 
Cincinnati left-hander Fred Norman, 
3-3. 


“ I didn’t have control and my stuff 
wasn’t very good,” Cincinnati right­ 
hander Jack Billingham, 10-3, said 
Friday night after the relief pitching of 
Pedro Borbon and W ill McEnaney 
helped him gain his seventh straight 
victory. 
Billingham also helped win the game 
with his bat, much to the chagrin of 
McNam ara and especially losing 
pitcher Rich Folkers, 3-6. 
The first run of the game was on the 
boards in the second inning, the Reds 
had one on with two out when 
Billingham, an .083 hitter, stepped to 
the plate. 


Folkers tried to waste a pitch with 
the count 0-and-2 but got it over the 
middle.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (A P) - 
There’s only one more world for 
Richard Petty to conquer now that the 
king of stock car racing has won the 
Firecracker 400. 
His remaining major goal is the $2 
million pinnacle in career winnings, 
and he’s probably just a race or two 
away. The $17,185 first prize in F ri­ 
day’s 400-mile race boosted Petty’s all- 
time winnings to $1,989,838. 
“ It was a hard, tough day,” Petty 
said of his first victory in the 
Firecracker 400, nearly three seconds 
ahead of onetime racing partner 
Buddy Baker. 
Baker lead 119 of the 160 laps around 
the 2.5-mile, highbanked Daytona 
International Speedway. Petty lead for

(AH) - Holiday 
gamblers “ walked the plank” to get 
into one of the Las Vegas Strip’s most 
famous casinos, and others splashed 
barefoot through puddles after a flash 
flood hit the city on the eve of the big 
Fourth of July weekend.

The portrait of the legendary 
seamstress was discovered 12 years 
ago, but went unnoticed until a recent 
account in “ The Flag Bulletin,” a 
publication of the Flag Research 
Center of Winchester, Mass. 
Popular acceptance of Betsy Ross’ 
role in the birth of the nation not­ 
withstanding, there has never been 
historical documentation that she 
actually sewed the nation’s first Stars 
and Stripes at the request of George 
Washington. 
And many historians have long been 
skeptical of the legend, including Dr. 
Whitney Smith, director of the Flag 
Research Center. 
Smith says the painting was done in 
1832, four years before she died, by 
Samuel Waldo, a well known artist of 
the time. On the back side of the 
canvas is the inscription, “ Portrait of 
Betsy Ross,” which Smith says may 
give a clue as to whether Mrs. Ross 
actually sewed the first flag. 
In 1832, Betsy Ross was known as 
Betsy Claypoole. She had not been 
Betsy Ross since 1777, when she 
remarried after the death of her 
husband, John Ross, according to 
historical accounts. 
According to legend, it was while she

Popular acceptance of Betsy Ross’ 
role in the birth of the nation not­ 
withstanding, there has never been 
historical documentation that she 
actually sewed the nation’s first Stars 
and Stripes at the request of George 
Washington. 
And many historians have long been 
skeptical of the legend, including Dr. 
Whitney Smith, director of the Flag 
Research Center. 
Smith says the painting was done in 
1832, four years before she died, by 
Samuel Waldo, a well known artist of 
the time. On the back side of the 
canvas is the inscription, “ Portrait of 
Betsy Ross,” which Smith says may 
give a clue as to whether Mrs. Ross 
actually sewed the first flag. 
In 1832, Betsy Ross was known as 
Betsy Claypool. She had not been 
Betsy Ross since 1777, when she 
remarried after the death of her 
husband, John Ross, according to 
historical accounts. 
According to legend, it was while she 
was a widow in 1774 that Washington 
and two members of the Continental 
Congress came to her home 
in 
Philadelphia and asked her to sew the 
flag. 
Smith says the question is: Why did 
Waldo refer to Betsy Claypool as 
Betsy Ross unless the flag story was 
current at that time and Waldo wanted 
to do a likeness of her before she died? 
“ Having this portrait means that the 
likelihood of the story being around in 
her lifetime is strongly suggested,” 
Smith says. 
He says that although the portrait 
does not settle the question of whether 
Mrs. Ross had anything to do with the 
first American flag, “ it certainly 
opens significant new vistas to our 
knowledge of a subject too little 
studied for all that has been written 
about it.” 
But Smith, who says he counts 
himself among those historians who 
don’t think the Betsy Ross story is 
historical, adds, “ I don’t think she did 
it. This (the portrait) does not prove 
it.” 
Smith w ill not disclose who found the 
portrait or where it was found.
